BOY LIFE 20 years ago in 
as was very different 
from 


what it i« to rlay. Then the big 


ranches wrie unknou.ii aud the cattle 
wtiB raised in the open prauies, and the 
"maverick" had not become extinct. It 
was in tlie years just inteeding the inci- 
dent here related that I saw service as a 
eonbny and was thoroughly familiar 
with life on the ti ails 
OF the incident 


itself I was not au eya-witness, but it 
Wd8 told to me by my friend, Mr. M. B 
Da?is au old Texas ranger and cowboy, 
who is 'o the eaily life of Texus what 
Joaquin Miller is 10 California. I give 
the story m nearly as I can remember it 
just as it came from his lips. It chron- 
icles one of the most desperate stampedes 
ever witnessed by a Texas cowboy. 


In 1878 the Wilson brothers, of Kansas 


City, having purchased oyer 15 000 head 
of cattle in Hamilton, <Jomanche, Cor- 
yell and Bf°ll counties, and having ar- 
ranged to centralize the herd near Co- 
rnanehe Spiings,in McLennan county, 
drove to the Bennett hills and went into 
camp to await tbe carrying out of their 
ordera. These cattle were driven across 
the Leon atvaiious suitable fords and 
converged on that beautiful prairie, in 
the center of which now stands the town 
of McGiegor. • On the Fourth of July of 
that year the pnlire herd was under way, 
headed for Tow-ash on the Brazos river, 
It was a mhcriufluent army of steers, in 
superb condition, kept togBlher by a 
corpa of 25 cowboys, mounted on bron- 
chos—men experienced in the business 
The lieid was not pressed, tha object be- 
ing to let them giaz»on the rich herbage, 
with a view to keeping them in good 
condition and reaching the inaiket in 
time to catch the best priwa in the fall 
nf the your. At four o'clock in the after- 
noon thete sere signs of au electric 
atorm. A black cloud showed above the 
I'oc thills, anil the t,uu sLining against it 
painted a taintwv which appeared to 
touch the eaith at both end.0. The entire 
herd became nervou" and showed their 
rear by those low bellowing*, ominous to 
the experif-aciid caulernau as the mutter 
ing thunder. The cowboys were exper- 
ienced men, and they kept the moving 
mass wuU in hand, 30 that when the sun 
set all was well, and the cattle were bed- 
ded mi the plains near the South Bosque, 
and night settled in with the promise of 
asaf^ciossing at the Brazos the next 
day. 
A detail of four cowboys was mude 


for tlie fi.st watch, and these mounted 


sharp artilleiy. The cowboys insisted 
long afterward that it was tbe thunder- 
storm rtud the liiinbow of tlie afternoon 
Uint cdiiat-d tbe stampede that night, J3e 
that as it may, it waa a stampede that 
the c-ittleuieu who witnessed it have 
never forgotten, and aiti anil telling of 
to posterity. 


The staw were nil shinin <, mid there 


was no eauBB at all tor ilia arousing of 
the heid. They appeared to get up all 
at oude, with a BUigie purpose, and the 
roar that was he,iid seemed to come 
froiii a biuylb throat. 
The \Vilaoa broth- 


era <uid their cowboys who were Bleeping 
iu their carap rushed to their ponies who 
were grazing with the saddles and bridles 
ou, and ab Ust aa the bits coulrj be re- 
placed iu t'leir muutus they mounted 
aud galloped to the ILinks of the now 
disappearing ma-sa, lieadad lu the dhvc- 
lion oi the Brazos liver. 


The cowboys ou guard took the usual 


course iu t>uoa cases; tboy kept out of 
the way of the charging mass, aud gal- 
loped on the Hanks, moving toward ttie 
head of the column, hoping to "point 
them clt," as they cjil it, aud start them 
moving iu a ciicle. The boys who form- 
ed the guard, iu galloping along the front 
ot the stampede, saw tub eyed of the ter- 
rified brevet* emitting fire aud their ton- 
gues protiudiiig. They uttered those 
low uoles of tenor so familiar on the 
plains, aud galloped madly along, suffer- 
ing from a paniu for which no reason ex- 
isted ou earth. 


' What's the matter with the cattle '(" 


asktd a tauderfoot, its he galloped bpsidfc 
<tn old cow boy. 


"They've seen the devil, I expect,'' 


the cowboy leplied ; "and we will catch 
it beio'e we gfci, through with this thing." 


AJ the herd.ushed on lliuir horns rat- 


tli'd together, ai,d jll the horns of ],5,000 
head of cattle latthug together eouudfad 
like1 an imnierHH concert ot castanets. 


Cattle are not able to sti.stniin a long 


run, and this tbe cowboys know. Foi 
instance, a mail speed ol live njlleu is 
enough to break down almost any ateer ; 
and thecattlenidii knew huw the country 
lay bejoud them, aud in this respect 
they bad an advantage. 


The rt-entorcemeut of the cowboys 


wtio weie oil only, and wh > had hastily 
mounted und jointd those on watcb at 
the time, gave thorn a strong advantage 
in the efforts being cavle to stop the 
UaniDPde. Tlie plan was to get the cat- 
Ue to ''milling," or running iu a circle. 
The elder of the'Wilson brothers hail 
been a cowboy from childhood. He was 
ruling s, cream colored stalliou, and as he 
I'assL'd me he had his Colt's revolver iu 
his hand. One of the cowboys ou a gray 
riorse was able to keep up uitb. him 
These two distanced all the others They 
rode across fie front ot the stampede, 
•vhbli 
IH A feai attended with terrific 


danger ; for when a rider is in front ol 
the lushing drove ot mad cattle, if his 
borne should stumble arid fall, he mav 
t>e put doun us a thing or1 the pant. 
The

Wilson knew, and the cowboy riding 
dose to his crupper alno knew ; but they 
were going to Uke all the dangers and 
stet, that heid miming iu a circle it it 
•veie possible to do so. 


,Sume cattle can outrun others, and in 


itiis case there was a bunch of about 50 
ftiliy 2(1 yards in advance, and toward 
this leading group the two rescuers rodp. 
Of tbe loading group, also, some were 
faster than otbeis, and thia group Ian in 
a diamond shape, with two immense 
steeia leading all. When Mr. Wilson 
aud !m companion reached the two lead- 
ing steers they began shooting their re- 
volveis close lo them, and in that waj 
the bunch was made to obl'que, aud im 
the leading bunch of cattle obliqued the 
main stampede obliqued, aud the (list 
step in 'milling" had btieii taken. 
By 


this time the cattle were getting lired. 
Neaily five miles had been covered, and 
the breath of the leaders was coming 
nhort aud painfully; but they were rush- 
ing on, because the front cattle at this 
lime knew as a matter of fact their only 
safety was in keeping up Urn run 
Those 


behind were coming, and they were in 
t,ne majority, and the leaders warn com- 
pelled to run. There was real danger 


ing, crashing and tearing, aud still heap- 
ing up; aud when the firing began Hie 
wounded ones tumbled on over the 
others aud in a short time the gullc.y, 
like the sunken road at Waterloo, was 
bridged by carcasses. The herd surged 
up in billows, like an ojean, and beut 
now, because it could not do otherwise. 
The semicircle was formed, and Wilson 
and his men crossed the gully below and 
rode around tbe opposite side and re 
crossed ; and .n a short time they ha 
the cattle halted, forming an incomplet

istration for ttie ueli'uce of the nation.

These forts 
have fulfilled their mission ; and, now 
that they have become obsolete, a differ-

subordinate commauder to take upon 
himself the responsibility of leaving a 
position that he has been appointed to 
defend and come to another position 
where he believes that he is more need- 
ed. Gen. Granger kue\v tbat Gen. EDSB- 
orans would be likely to send him an or- 
der to oome, if he thought it wise that 
he should come; still his soldierly in- 
stinct was so wrought upon that he dis- 
obeyed orders to the saving of the army. 
We feel continent, too, that the hand of 
an over-ruling Providence will be recog- 
ni/.i'd by those who fought on the Con- 
federate as well as those who fought on 
the Union side. Gen. Fullerton, the late 
lamented piesident of the Clnckamauga 
National Park Commission, said to Gen. 
Siewart one day, as we were looking 
over the battlefield of Chickainauga, 
from one of the high towers erected near 
theSnodgiasa house, at a certain point 
in the field that he designated with his 
linger: "How can you txpiain the fact 
that Gen. Lougslreet with his over- 
whelming forces and his repeated at- 
tacks, did not succeed in crushing the 
Union forces iu his front ?" Gen. Stew- 
art said in reply : "I know only one 
reason, and that is, the Lord did not in- 
tend that it ahontd be HO." I believe 
that this is the real explanation of the 
results in both these cases. Tbe God of 
battles was determining what should be 
the result of this Qglit that waa to decide 
the fate of the Southern Confederacy. 


Gen. Steed man advanced in line of 


battle aud dtlivered a volley at short 
range, charged the enemy's line, drove 
them back on their batteries, pursued 
both infantry and artillery to a point be- 
yond the Union left where Grose's com- 
pany from tbe rear of Palmer's complet- 
ed the work. 


The coming of Steedman inspired the 


whole.army with new cjurage. 
He 


brought not only fresh troops but a hun- 
dred thousand rounds of cartridges and 
a quantity of artillery ammunition that 
was of special value, as the ammunition 
had, through some mistake of Gen. Neg- 
ley, been ordered off the fleld. The bat- 
tle raged fiercely right, left and every- 
where. 
Longstreet' organized several 


separate attacks an.1 assaulted several 
points in rapid succession. It is said 
that he had ten biigades in front of 
Brauuau and Sieedman while they had 
only four organized brigades and a few 
fragments from other biigades. About 
3 o'clock preparations wer« made on the 
part of the Confederates for a general 
attack on the left wing, but it lacked the 
energy and fierceness o? former attacks 
The Confederate artny had suffered ter- 


(ortincations, such as Forts Independence, 
Monroe, Sumter, and many others, who 
have for a hundred years contributed 
largely to the security and welfare of the 
nation, but their mission has been fulfilled, 
and they are now obsolete. Mr. Henry 
W'attereon, the veteran journalist, aud 
editor of the 
Louisville tWi.Wour- 


nal, contributes a brilliant paper on the po- 
litical outlook. He considers that it is 
more than likely that the Presidential 
contest of 1900, the quadrilateral contest 
in \ew York m 1897 will be duplicated. 
The circumstance, that under these con- 
conditions the election may be thrown into 
the House, will increase the temptation to 
the more adventurous of the practical po- 
lit.icians, and "will multiply the number 
of speculators uoon a stock-jobbing parti- 
eun exchange, to whom the risk seems 
60 small and the possibilities so large." 
Mr. McGregor's article on the incorpora- 
tion o! the working-class is a valuable con- 
tribution to the history of the labor move- 
ment, and is characterised by temperate- 
ness of language and a desire to place the 
trade-union before the public in its true 
position. The article which will perhaps 
attract most attention is that by Mr. Simon 
Sterne, on the reconquest of Xew York by 
Tammany. Mr. Sterne contends tbat it is 
absnrd for English newspapers to say that 
New York has deliberately chosen a cor- 
rupt government, because she herself is 
corrupt. The real reason of the recent 
Tammany triumph is to be found in the 
resentment of tbe citizens ol New York at 
the results of Mayor Strong's administra- 
tion—the tax-rate having been raised, ex- 
penditures increased, and office-holders 
multiplied where they should have been 
reduced. The articles on China and on 
educational work in Hawaii are especially 
opportune ; and it may be said tbat there 
is not a dull paper in the whole number. 


As to aibtirniitlng Your Bicycle. 


More or less talk is heard concerning 


the putting away of bicycles for the win- 
•er, and of course various suggestions are 
made aa to the best way to care for a 
wheel during tbe season when it cannot 
be ridden. When a bicycle ia not going 
to be used often, it is a good thing to 
overhaul it and see that the bearings are 
clean aud everything about it shipshape. 
It, is well to keep the tires pretty well 
inflated during the winter, as they de- 
teiiorate if allowed to flatten. It in wise 
also to relieve the pressure on tlie tires 
by suspending the bicycle or turuiug il. 
upside down. If there is a minute leak 
in a tire so that the air leaks slowly out. 
the rubber will be injured if it is not re- 
paiied so as to remam hard, or at least 
keep from getting soft. 
When a bicycle 


is out of usi for some time care should 
be taken to see that the tires are pumped 
fairly full now and then.

widow's pension. Secretary Bliss says 
in his repoit: 


"A woman who marries a soldier now 


(thirty-two years sitice peace was declar- 
ed) takes him for batter or for worse 
She was riot his wife during the war, ex 
perienced none of the hardships, depriva 
lions and anxieties incident to the life of 
the wife of a soldier, and should not. 
therefore, be placed ou the rolls as such." 


it is charged that designing young 


women of, perhaps, evil character have 
married old soldieis solely with a view to 
drawing pensions after the death of the 
soldiers. Tile Ne?? York Sim gives in 
detail examples of scandals of this char- 
acter. And sis for the Norway widow, 
who had not seen her husband for three 
years before the war, and who waited 
until 1S94 to apply for a pension, it is 
scarcely probable that there was much 
merit in her case, although it tuny have 
come within the technical requirements 
of the law. 


About one-third of '.,he expenditures of 


the United [States are credited to pen- 
sions. The estimated coit of pensions 
for the coming year is $141.263 SSfl 
which is 4">6 000 000 move than Great 
.Britain spends for her standing army.

Most of th»se pensioners 
came to Una country under the stimulus 
of heavy bounties for enlistment in thu 
army, and their connection with the B->- 
bellion was professional, and not p'ltri 
olic. They fi'nei as th*» Hessians did be 
fore them, for hire and salary. They 
were not pa'-'iuts; they were mercena- 
ries.

One of the men then climbed into the 


buggy and went through Mr. Hocken- 
smith's pockets. In his inside vest pock- 
et the robber found twenty-five dollars. 
He then took the man's watch, but on be- 
ing told that it was worth nothing he 
dropped it in thn buggy. The highway- 
men ran out of the bridge and struck off 
through the woods along the creek. 


The White Run bridge i* on the Bon- 


neauville road, between three and four 
miles from Gettysburg. All three men 
carried revolvers. Hockensmith aays the 
shot came very near him. 


As to the identity of the men he knows 


nothing. They wore overcoats with high 
collars and slouch hats pulled down over 
their eyes. One of them, he thinks, was 
a negro. 


The money taken consisted of two $10 


notes and one $5 note. One of the iJHO 
notes was on a Baltimore bank. 


The Cause of Missions. 


The Conirrogntious of Town Unite In a 


Union Survive—Ii)toreMtin£ 


A good sized audience attended the 


union missionary meeting in Christ Luth- 
eran church last Sunday evening. It was 
the opening service in the observance of 
die Week of Prayer, and was arranged by 
the Ministerial Association of town. 


Jlev. H. C. Alleman conducted the open- 


ing exercises and Dr. T. J. Barkley read 
the Scriptures and led in prayer. 


Rev. Mr. Alleman, in his introductory 


remarks, said that the problem of missions 
is the pressing need of our church. When 
we consider that in this country there are 
over sixteen million foreigners we are con- 
fronted with the fact that the Christian 
Church has a duty at home and abroad. 


"The Outlook of Missions for This 


Year" was the subject assigned Rev. D. 
W. Woods, Jr. 
He said that although 


the Church had always been missionary 
in a sense, yet the beginning of modern 
foreign missions was in 1793, when Wil- 
liam Carey left England for India aud told 
us church, "If they would hold the rope 
he would go down." 
Half a century ago 


when a missionary left this country for 
China it took him nearly a year to reach 
his field. Now, by means of many rail- 
roads aud fast steamship lines, the whole 
world is brought to our doors. 
Africa is 


opening up its stores of wealth. The ex- 
plorer, Stanley, is authority for the state- 
ment that it will be but a year or so until 
there will be a railroad throughout the 
heart of Africa from Cape Town to Cairo. 
Every year two million Chinese students 
come up for the civil service examinations. 
At the last examination questions were 
asked which covered points of Old Testa- 
ment history. 
These things, and the large 


number of languages and dialects into 
which the Bible has been translated, point 
to the fact that the cause of Christian mis- 
sions is advancing. 


Rev. A. R. Steck made an address on 


"Our Attitude Towards Foreign Missions." 
He said it should be an attitude of unquali- 
fied approval. The command is to go, and 
without question. It is the part of Chris- 
tians to be generous. Though brave, true- 
hearted men, like Dr. David Day, be dead 
in every church, we must fill up the ranks 
and push forward. 
When an African 


tribe will travel one hundred rnilee to hear 
the Gospel shall we refuse to send mission- 
aries to them 1 Our Church has a tremen- 
dous responsibility. It is one which calls 
for a larger measure of liberality for this 
cause. 
Until we give to missions as rnnch 


as we spend for luxuries we will not be do- 
ing our whole duty towards our fellow- 
men.
